We were all disappointed not to 

see Miss Rogers, the foimei prtnoi 

pal, hut on Wednesday, Jane 97th, 
Professor Alexander Graham Bell 
and Mrs Bell, of Washington, D. 
('., were there, at least so we under 
stand. The Clark school Is fortu- 
nate in its friends and supporters. 
It was a very interesting and happy 
Wion. All the exercises and ad- 
hos made, were spoken. The 
School entertained all as its guests 
for the best part of three days. 



The prinoipal of the Clark School is 
a wonderful woman as an organizer 
and worker. She gets things done 
and done well. 

The school here is now closed for 
the summer. Passing one evening 
recently, not a light was to be seen, 
nor any human being around. 
Quite a contrast from the crowds 
that were about during convention 
and anniversary week. It is quiet 
enough there now. The fall term 
begins, we understand, Sept. 12th. 
The Hartford School authorities 
have purchased a traot of land in 
West Hartford, about two and one 
half miles ont Farmington Avenue, 
of 100 acres. The probabilities are 
that there, within a few years the 
school will be located in a fine new 
plant. There will be no immediate 
change. On the afternoon of July 
4th, quite a delegation of Alumni, 
Trustees, guests and school officers, 
in all about forty persons, journeyed 
out to this new location and plant- 
ed au Kim tre6. Addresses were 
made by Prinoipal Wheeler, Presi 
dout Perkins, of the Trustees, and 
Prof. John B. Hotohkias, of the 
Alumni. It is the beginningof new 
thiugs. 

Some one has asked us if we 
were going to report the names of 
all who attended the School celebra- 
tion and the N. A. D. convention. 
We should have some job on our 
hands if we undertook that, for 
there is evidence that some 1400 
deaf people and their friends were 
in this towu during the time, June 
28th to Jaly 8th. Many came for 
short stays, July 4th, or over Sun- 
day only. We have no ambition 
these hot days to try to write off a 
list of 1400 persons, where they 
stopped, whom they met and what 
they did, and so on. It would be 
almost impossible, anyway. It was 
in our humble opinion, a notable 
gathering of deaf people, so large, 
that It made the good folks of Hart 
ford sit up and ask,' " Where in 
the world did all these deaf people 
come from ?" It was, as far as we 
know, an orderly and happy crowd, 
and no unfortunate events or oir 
ouinstances marred the occasion 
from its beginning to its end. 

The events that stand out most 
clearly in our remembrances of the 
week, were the Fan wood Cadets, a 
line bunch of deaf school boys, and 
their band and drilling exhibitions 
always attracted attention. Then 
the reception at the school, on the 
evening of July 6th, drew a large 
gathering of the Alumni and their 
friends. The old Main building is 
pooily arranged to handle such a 
throng, but it was very interesting 
to be there. And the four deaf 
French visitors were the centers of 
much interest. Their signs were 
very expressive iu some particulars. 
For instance, their sign for Ger- 
maus. The forefinger of the right 
hand shot, upwaid from the top of 
(he head, a graphic sign of the Ger- 
man spiked helmet, a sign 1000 
times more expressive than our 
American sign for Germans — the 
wriggling of the crossed hands. 
The telling and startling way in 
whioh one off the French speakers 
used this sign, was so effective that 
most of us caught on to it at once. 
It is a sign, however, that may be 
out of date In fifty years, as the 
German soldier will, it is most 
devoutly hoped, be less iii evidence 
on the stage of the World's life. 

Another striking feature of the 
week's convention, was the Pageant, 
on the evening of July 4th. It was 
I tine affair in every way, repre 
SOB ting in a beautiful and pictur 
osque manner, the history of the 
deaf and their instruction from 
Greek and Roman times down. 
There were over two hundred cos- 
tumed actors and players In this 
spectacle. It was educational in 
more ways than one. For the cos- 
tumes am) masks were all in good 
taste. In very happy contrast to 
horrors we often ate inflicted with 
at out local deaf balls and masks. 
This pageant served to tone op onr 
ideas on this line, if on nothing 
else. 

It is to be noticed that our visitors 
during the convention week pre- 
ferred gathering at hotel lobbies, or 
at the school, or at I he con vent ion 
hall, where they could see and greet 
one another, rather than spending 
time in seeing Hartford. Few or 
none saw t ho great and famous Colt 
fire-arms factory, or the tU, 000,000 
granite bridge of the Connecticut 
River, or the Rose Gardens at Eli- 



zabeth Park, then in their glory, or 
the Morgan Art Galleries, or the 
noble State Capitol. It is not the 
place, but the meeting together that 
counts at these big conventions of 
the deaf people, and would be 
wherever they met. 

The Frats showed np strongly at 
the convention. About every deaf 
man one met had the Frat bntton. 
And on Saturday evening, July 7tb, 
there was a Smoker given by the 
Frats, some one hundred and forty 
men being present at this gathering, 
in spite of the fact that a great 
many visitors had by that time 
started for home. It was the last 
social event of the week. 

The New England Gallaudet As- 
sociation will not meet this year. 
This organization has been a strong 
one here in New England, for more 
years than we can say It is really 
an N. A. D. on a smaller scale, and 
has very much the same aims and 
purposes. The convention at 
Springfield, Mass., some four or five 
years ago, was well attended. The 
last two conventional have not been 
so well attended. But we hope this 
Gallaudet Association will keep up 
its conventions and activities. We 
deaf, here iu New England, cannot 
afford to take convention trips to 
San Francisco, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans, and other distant places, 
much as we would like to. Hence 
the need of this particular New 
England Association of the Deat, 
holding together and keeping intact 
in its essential organisation and 
purpose. 

For many months — yes, for three 
or four years past — we Hartford 
deaf people have been looking for- 
ward to the old school's centennial 
and its attendant great convention 
of the deaf. We anticipated it as 
a memorable occasion and a great 
gathering of able and attractive 
deaf men and women from far and 
near. We spent for it and worked 
foo it. And now, it Is all over with, 
and has become only a memory ; a 
pleasant memory we hope, in the 
midst of these war-shadowed days. 
We are thankful for its good time, 
Its Inspiration, its love. Now we 
turn to the DUTY of life again : and 
work ; our homes ; our beaten 
paths ; our burdens — all that makes 
for the common life. And that is 
the good God's will for us all.

The reception lasted iwo hours, all 
too short, but for whioh the deaf of 
Washington were grateful, as it 
gave them au opportunity to make 
the acquaintance of their distin- 
guished visitors.

Figures for the United States 
Postal Saviug Depository, at New 
York, including both Manhattan 
and tbe Bronx, have just been com- 
piled under the direction of Post- 
master Patten, and they show a sur- 
prising increase in the volume of 
deposits. At the close of the fiscal 
year that ended June 80, 1916, there 
was on deposit at the New York 
Poet Office, and its branches, $18, 
687,964,00, and, within one year, 
or to the close of business June 80, 
1917, this had increased to 927,563,- 
040.00. These figures show a net 
gain of 98,895,676.00, or almost 49 
per cent, and this notwithstanding 
the war. Vast as the volume of 
business is, the Government Is plan- 
ning to increase it, nud with this 
end in view it has prepared circu- 
lars in more than twenty foreign 
languages setting forth the ad- 
vantages of the system, including 
its absolute safety and the facility 
with which deposits may be made 
and withdrawn.

The deceased was born at Orisk- 
any, N. Y., In 1850, lost his hear- 
ing at the age of eighteen, and en- 
tered Gallaudet College from the 
Delevan (Wis.) School. 



July 27, 1917. — The morning pf 
July 21st found us back at the old 
stand from a delightful fortnight's 
visit in Boston. Several uews letters 
were awaiting our return, and the 
writers thereof will understand now 
why their news has not earlier 
appeared in the Journal. 

Dr. Patterson boarded the train 
at Albany, but neither of us were 
aware of the other's presence on 
the train till Sunday when he call- 
ed at the Bureau, and then both 
learned of the incident. 

Friends of James R. Caplinger 
will be sorry to learn of his death, 
which occurred June 21st, in the 
Highland County Hospital, Bills- 
boro. Five weeks previous he was 
taken sick with grippe, whioh later 
developed tuberculosis, and on this 
account was taken to the hospital 
for treatment. The funeral service 
was held on the afternoon of the 
23<l, at the Christian Union Church, 
and was largely attended by neigh- 
bors of the deceased who had known 
him long, and honored him for his 
steady habits.

He was indeed a dutiful 
son, caring for his mother and his 
younger brothers and sister, till tin* 
latter were of age and able to make 
their own living. His mother, three 
brothers and two sisters, besides his 
wife, nee Miss Jennie God man 
Freese, with her two daughters by a 
former marriage, survive. In all 
his dealings he was honest and 
faithful. Only last winter he start 
ed the erection of a barn on his 
place, expecting to complete it this 
fall, but by his death others will 
have to do it. 

After leaving school his home 
was near Springfield, O., and there 
the late Rev. A. W. Mann baptised 
him. Both he and his wife were at 
the reunion last year, and few of 
those who saw him then expected 
him lo pass away so soon.

Those who weie in Gallaudet Col 
lego from 1871— '75 will recall one of 
their number, James Curtis Balis 
While a student be was a lover of 
the woods and nature, and when 
out of school sought the forests 
back of the college, where he found 
pleasure more than mingling with 
the student body in their talks and 
plays. After graduating he was 
appointed B teacher in the Western 
Pennsylvania School, and later In 
the Ontario School at Belleville, 
where (or thirty live years he gave 
knowledge to the deaf, having in 
all devoted forty live years to the 
profession. A year or SO ago, on 
account of failing health, he resign 
ed his position in tbs Belleville 
School. The day preceding his 
death he had been feeling belter 
than usually, but in the afternoon 
a change for the worse sot in, and 
on the morning of July llth death 
claimed him for its own. Peaking 
of the valves of the heart was the 
cause.

It is said that Mr. Bell walked di- 
rectly from behind the east-bound 
oar, and started across the west- 
tuiund tracks just as the Gilmor 
Street car approached. The motor- 
man applied his brakes, but it waa 
too late. Mr. Bell was dragged be- 
neath tbe oar, his skull fractured, 
and the body horribly bruised The 
automobile belonging to Mrs. Whit- 
ney, who lived a few doors from tbe 
scene of the accident, was com- 
mandeered by the police, and rush- 
ed him to the Franklin Square Hos- 
pital, where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Mr. Bell is snrvived by his aged 
father, William E Bell, who is sta- 
tioned at the Navy Yard, Washing- 
ton, D. C, and bis brother, Mr.
